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DETAILED ACTION 



A review of applicant's election with traverse of group I, and SEQ ID NOs 17 and 18 has 
been received. The previous restriction requirement contained a typo in line 8. The line should 
have stated that if applicant elects group I, applicant must further select one primer set from the 
Tables 2 and 4 for each of the required regions. Further, applicant is persuasive that an election 
of a probe for each of the amplified organisms is persuasive. Therefore, should applicant wish to 
remain with elected group I, applicant must also select one probe for each of the pathogens 
detected. The Examiner contacted applicant's representative, B J. Sadoff on May 9, 2002 
regarding the selection of a primer set for each of the pathogens in claim 1, but applicant's 
representative did not return an answer. Therefore, the previous restriction requirement is set 
forth below, without typos.
